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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-22 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or properly suggest the 
invention as claimed. Specifically, the claims require resilient bending means in a rear lower 
portion of the wall of the helmet shell which corresponds to the nape of the wearer. The actual 
portions of Carlisle (US Patent No. 3,197,784) and Mattsson (US Patent No. 4,477,929) which 
bend are above the shell portion covering the nape and there is no indication that the portion of 
the shell which covers the nape is resilient.
